My  more  recent  eiq>eriencea  include  arrest  and  detention  in  the  mili- 
tary prison  at  Witl^,  because  I  insisted  upon  my  righu  as  Liberal 
acmtmcer  when  Lient.-Col.  H.  P.  Malone  was  stufiinc  the  ballot  boat 
with  fraadttlcnt  votes.  Previous  to  that  incident  an  dldal  ap^ioOion 
was  made  Inr  Goi.  Sir  Richard  Turner's  <^ce  to  the  Imperid  Secretary  of 
State  for  War  for  my  arrest  as  "a  dangerous  person  to  DC  at  large."  The 
laat.  contact  widi  the  authorities  was  an  applicatioa  for  my  arrest  by 
Major  or  Hector  McJnnes  to  the  Chief  Cmnmimioner  of  the  Metropc^tan 
PoBea  o<  London  on  the  charge  that  I  was  correnonding  witit  Canadian 
aoWera^  Bnt  ^en  I  got  through  with  the  detccdve  from-Scotknd  Yard 
who  ci^ed  on  me,  he  said.  "Mr.  Preston,  consider  ScothuMl  Yard  out  of 
it*^  (Applattse.)  When  I  wanted  to  come  to  Canada  it  waa  hoped  to 
prevent  me  scttuig  a  passport  on  the  plea  that  I  waa  "a  dangwous  person 
t^goateoad."  (Lauf^ter.)  It  is  possiMe  that  in  this  particular  certain 
Omadians  in  London  were  right.    (Apphutse  and  lau|^ter.) 

THE  TRAOBDIBS  orWAS. 

We  are  gathered  together  at  a  period,  the  most  momentous  and 
critical  in  tiie  history  of  this  counfry.  The  Empire  has  passed  through, 
a  moat  tragic  period.  We  have  taken  part  loyally  in  ita  tn^iedies  and 
lOqred  an  hnportant  part  in  its  victories.  The  best  manhood  of  our 
I)onini(»  has  been  creating  for  Canada  imperishable  ghtj  on  the  battle- 
fidds  of  Eun^  and  the  dust  and  ashes  of  6ofioo  of  our  sons  will  mingle 
for  the  coitunes  to  come  with  all  that  is  mortal  of  millions  of  other  races 
and  reli^^s,  through  the  part  we  decided  to  take  in  this  struggle  for  the 
lib«1y  M  the  world. 

FALSE  TO  ITS  TRUST. 
It  is  painful  to  realize  that  for  the  last  four  <x  five  years,  while 
Canada  hu  won  s^ory  abroad,  we  have  been  governed  at  Ottawa  by  men 
whose  administration  of  public  affairs  has  brought  neither  hcmor  nor 
credit  to  the  rq>utation  of  this  country.

In  Engbind  350  of  the  3I00  bags  had  been  opened  and  tam- 
pered with.  That  Opposition  ballots  were  taken  >  and  replaced  by 
Government  ballots  we  have  incontrovertible  proot.  Mr.  Graham,  of 
West  Hastings,  by  the  official  count,  received  eight  overseas  votes.  He 
has  letters  from  4S  of  his  own  Sunday  school  boys  that  they  voted  for 
him.  Would  you  believe  the  ofiidal  record  or  the  word  of  Sunday  school 
lads?  (Applause.)  This  is  only  one  of  the  cases  of  which  we  have 
evidence.    (Applause.) 

NO  INVESTIGATION  ALLOWED. 

The  Government  defeated  the  resolution  demanding  an  enquiry  into 
these  unparalleled  offences.  The  presentation  of  such  a  resolution  in  any 
other  l^slative  body  in  the  world  would  have  necessitated  full,  exhaus- 
tive and  immediate  enquiry,  followed  by  the  most  condign  punishment  to 
every  person  implicated.

n  we  will  lend  tiiem  the  money  with  whidi  to  pay  us  fm-  oar  own  soods. 
Truly  a  wonderful  situation.    (Laugher.) 

POLITICAL  ARMY  ADMINISTKATIOH. 

Time  will  fail  me  to  discuss  other  important  public  questicms  (Go 
on.  go  on),  but  there  are  one  or  two  to  which  reference  oL^it  be  made. 
(Aralause.)  I  have  my  own  views  about  the  MUitary  S^viceAct  witii 
which  yottjnay  not  agree.  It  is  no  longer  an  issue,  and  theref<Hre  may  be 
more  freely  mentioned.  In  my  opinion,  the  Act  either  came  one  year  too 
wly  or  one  year  too  late.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was  not  necessary  after  the 
Americans  came  in.  When  it  did  become  law  it  should  hare  been  admin- 
istered free  from  political  influences.  (AppUkuse.)  But  the  truth  ia,  from 
the  day  tiie  Canadian  army  became  a  fact  it  was  dominated  by  politics, 
Md  SOTie  day  the  facts  must  be  made  known.  (Hear,  hear.)  H  yoo  had 
the  pi  !  your  son  could  get  where  neither  shot  nor  ^ell  could  reach  hhn, 
while  somebody  else's  boy  who  had  no  political  influence,  was  B>od  can- 
non fodder.  (Cheers.)  Everybody  knows  this  is  true.  (A  voice,  abso- 
lutely true.)  History  furnishes  no  such  damnable  military  record  in  any 
part  of  the  world,  not  even  Russia.    (Applause.) 

THE  PROOF  AVAILABLE. 

I  know  persons  who  interviewed  Lieut.-Col.  Smart  at  Kingston,  and 
m  reply  to  an  enquiry  as  to  whether  so4ind-so  could  be  released  from 
mihury  duty  the  answer  was,  "It  aU  d«>ends  upon  whether  you  have 
the  political  pull."

OFFICIAL  OttCREPANCIBS. 

,  It  mii^  also  be  noted  in  tbzji  connection  tha«:  on  Noveaaber  joth, 
tmy,  Geneia!  liewbwn  made  the  official  announcement  that  there  were 
ot^K/MO  troGpa  avaikble  and  in  training  aa  reinforcemeata  in  Great 
Brmni,attd  yet  within  three  weeks  from  that  date  104,000  mffitanrbanots 
w»re  polled  hi  the  elections.  Either  sranelxMiy  was  economical  of  the 
troth  in  tite  first  case,  or  the  election  frauds  were  vastly  grci^ar  than  our 
meagre  evidence  so  far  establishes.    (AppUnse.) 

THB  NIQOER  IN  THB  WOODPILE. 

^  Thrre  were  other  than  patriotic  reasons  why  sane  parties  were  so 
"Mitot  npen  beating  the  drum,  waving  the  flag  and  shoutmg,  *  Win 
Vkt  War."  There  were  colossal  finandd  profits  at  stake.  Tht  Borden 
Gofvemment  had  secured  authority  from  Paiiiament  to  negotiate  for  the 
maession  of  the  Canadian  Northern  Railway.  There  was  no  hurry, 
^e  raii^t  jMissibly  improve  Sir  WUliam  Madtenzie  ?nd  Sir  Donald 
Mimn  s  position.  The  war  had  given  them  a  severe  blow  financially.  The 
^hray  would  not  stop  running,  and  its  obligations  were  largely  abroad. 
There  were  man^  millions  of  securities  in  Lmidon  npon  which  dividends 
had  not  bc^  paid.  The  English  investor  soon  gets  panicW.  It  needed 
but  httle  U>  make  him  more  so.  This,  a  syndicate  of  financiu  cormorants, 
succettled  in  doing.  The  result  was  a  still  further  decline,  followed  by 
an  option  being  secured  at  low  figures  for  the  purchase  of  these  securities. 

THE  PLUNDERERS  AT  OTTAWA. 
The  scene  then  changed  to  Canada.  If  the  Ottawa  Government 
would  take  possession  of  the  Canadian  Northern  these  uepredated  securi- 
faes  would  go  to  par,  and  the  holders  would  amass  colossal  fortunes.  But 
this  rMuired  time.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  was  asked  to  consent  to  the  exten- 
sion of  the  life  of  Parliament  for  six  months,  lliis  was  refused.  Then 
the  only  hope  of  these  modernpolitical  Didc  Turpins  was  to  help  Borden 
SlV?  *  Union  Government.  The  public  were  beguiled  with  the  slogan. 
Win  the  War"  and  "Down  with  the  French-Canadians,"  and  the  prayers 
of  the  Protestant  churches  were  invoked  to  keep  the  •^Hticsd  fervor  at 
white  heat.  The  Union  Government  took  over  the  y<ray,  assuming 
responsibility  for  Canadian  Northern  securities,  it  is  ..„  j,  to  well  on  to 
two  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  and  will  expend  sixty  millions  more  in 
improving  the  line. 

HOW  NEAR  TO  HIGHWAY  ROBBERY. 

In  the  meantime  the  Dick  Turpins,  who  came  from  London,  it  is 
alleged,  cleared  a  profit  on  the  railway  securities  of  forty  or  fifty  million 
dollars.  I  don't  know  who  these  political  highway  robbers  are,  but  their 
personality  and  responsibility  must  be  discovered  no  matter  at  what  cost 
(Aj^lause.)

BRITISH  WAR  OFFICE  OFFER.

Note.— This  report  was  finally  revised  when  the  unesmected  tidiiu[s 
of  Sir  Wilfrid  Launer's  fatal  collapse  r^ched  me.  The  suddenness  of  tht 
irreparable  loss  caused  a  m<MnentaiY  hesitation  about  aUowihg  the  publi- 
cation. But  only  twelve  days  previously  Sir  Wilfrid  expressed  the  wish 
that  I  should  make  this  speech,  reserving  to  himself  one  gravdy  import- 
ant fact  in  tiie  evidence,  because  it  is  constitutional  as  well  as  appalling 
in  its  character.  In  1887.  when  resignmg  the  leadership  of  the  LibmS 
party.  Edward  Blake  said  to  me :  'Corruption  has  taken  such  a  hold 
upon  this  country  that  my  life  is  ioo  short  to  fight  it.  You  may  live  to 
see  it  eliminated.  I  won't."  At  that  time  one  single  act  of  electoral  cor- 
ruption banished  any  man  from  public  life.  In  1019  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
said  to  me:  "  If  these  crimes  against  liberty  and  civilization  go  unpun- 
ished the  future  of  Canada  to  hopeless."  In  1^7  election  corruption  was 
carried  on  in  comparative  secrecy;  in  1917  it  was  flagra-  tly  opta.  Two 
neat  Liberal  leaders  have  disappeared  in  thirty-two  year  trying  to  stem 
Uito  evil  tide.  But  the  duty  of  Liberalism  to  the  cause  of  democracy  to 
absolutely  clear.  Such  electoral  debauchery  is  a  stain  up<M^  the  honcv 
and  integrity  of  the  Dominion.  To  allow  it  to  go  unpunimed  to  to  prove 
oui^elves  unworthy  of  the  confidence  of  self-respecting  nations. 
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
